But frradually I learned for myself the principal things that 
led to success." 

There wc have the simple explanation of a triumpli ove r ditTicul- 
ties. As a result of her troubles this Kansas housewife sets down 
a series of rules for canners, comprising what slie learned from sad 
experience. 

"1, Use only the best products for canning. 
"2. Always make certain that everything is absolutely clean. 
' • i. Always examine cans and jars to see that they are correctly 
sealed. 

"4. Don't wait until the last minute to make preparations. 

Could anything be simpler' It seems tfiat any person of ordinary 
iutelligeucc would be able to guess these rales. Yet the Kansas house- 
wife found them out after a long struggle and uses tlicm as sign 
t'oards to points out the way of success to others, thereby becoming 
a teacher, philosopher and prize winner as well as a good canner. 

In Kentucky this year the rules this housewife leat iud for ea 
ning may not be of as great interest as they might have been in otiier 
times, because of the severe damage done by the three succeed n;,' 
frosts to the products wliich would have been canned. Xot only to 
the farmer's wife or the farmer, but to all who seek to know the way 
to better achievement, however, should the excerpts from this house- 
wife's tale of perserverance to success prove interesting.

Many of the white workers in the cities who went from the 
country under the luiv of the big waffes and ea.sy honrs realized nil 
the time tliat tlieiv eMiployiuent was of temporary nature, and they 
were ijrejiared to seek their former (leeui)atioMs in the rural districts 
again when conditions in the cities became nnfavoral)U',

The 
employers, the railroads themselves, 
can also complain to this board If 
they don't like what the employees do. 
If neither the •mploysrs nor the em- 
ployes! have a oomplaint tho booard 
may fsal that tho pnblio has, and it 
hu the power to start a hearing luelf 
for the public, 

"There Is another good thing about 
this board. If the railroad employees 
and the railroad managements get into 
a dispute it is ibe iliiiy of the board 
to watch this dispute clsoly If the 
time comes when the l)oard thinks this 
dispute may mean the stopping ot rail- 
road traffic and bringing danger to 
the publlo it oan oall a conference to 
settle the wattar." 

'What has it done so far?" asked 
Jack. 

The board, Jack, recently handed 
down a derision doing away with tbe 
national agreements and pnliiaL,' in 
their places a set of sixteen priiii ;|ile i. 
The two lniportai\t ones were that la- 
lior should give eight hours' wni k fur 
eight hours' pay and also that ili-' em- 
plovers should deal with men lepre- 
seiitliig tholr employees no matter 
whether or not they were employed 
upon the road on which the dispute 
occurred. This would make It possi- 
ble for all tho engineers to select one 
man to deal with all tbe railroad man- 
agements of the country on matters 
affecting engineers. 

"Tlio board has selected as Its chair- 
man, .Imlgo R. M. Harton, of Tennes- 
see, who was formerly a menihcr of 
tho Court of Appeals of Tennessee. 
Henry Hunt, fonner Mayor of l iticin- 
natl, who recently retired frotn the 
board after serving his one year term, 
has been succeeded by Benjamin W. 
Hooper, former Republican Governor 
of Tennessee. 'Walter L. McMenlmen. 
deputy president ot the Brotherhood of 
Railway Trainmen, Jiaa been appoint- 
ed 10 take the place, of J. J. Forrester, 
representing labor. Samuel HIgglns, 
formerly general manager of Ibe New 
York, .Vew Haven and Hartford Rail- 
road, takes the place of W. I-. Park, 
representing management, who retired 
April IBth. 

"So you see, kiddles .there Is a body 
ot men to try to settle these matters 
so that we won't have more strikes 
iind I feel that it is a big stay in the 
r: ;ht direction."
